Territory, or State of Minnesota, by act of Congress approved
March 3, 1357, to aid in the construction of certain Roads
therein mentioned, ,

That every alternate section of land belonging to the Uni-
ted states, and located within six miles of the line of Rail-
road, to bo constructed from a point in the town of "Winona,
(to be designated thereafter), and from thence by the way
of La Crescent and Brownsville, in the State of Minnesota,
to the southern boundary line of said State to the point of
junction with the Milwaukee and Mississippi Road, be grant-
ed to the State of Minnesota to aid in the construction of said
Road.

And your memorialists further ask, that where said alter-
nate sections, or any portion thereof, have been disposed of
under the provisions of any law or regulation of Congress,
that an equivalent thereto iu alternate sections may be se-
lected from any of the public lands belonging to the United
States, and included within the limits of the State of Minne-
sota, to aid in the construction of said Road.
